Montreal, June lo. — It i.s rumored 
here that the Allan Steauiship Com-

It is reported to-day that the Dp 
partment of J ustice has been informed 
that Carey, the notorious Dublin in- 
former, has expressed a wish to be sent 
to Canada if he cannot be allowed to 
remain in Ireland.

Halifax, N.Sv, June S.— One of the 
best gold discoveries so far in Halifax 
County has just been made on the old 
Dewolf property at Montague, close to 
the celebrated Roue lead. Three leads, 
respectively 3.1, 11, and 7 inches in 
width, have been found about twelve 
feet below the surface, and give indica- 
tions of a rich yield. The richest ap- 
pearing lead yet discovered in Chozzet- 
cook district, one five inches in width, 
has also just been found by John H. 
Anderson a little to eastward of the 
Oxford Mining Company's property. 

Berlin, June 8. — Dr. Howlby's of- 
fice was burglarized on Thursdoy night 
and the safe opened, how is not known, 
and some $110 in cash was abstracted, 
jewellery to the value of i?100, a lot of 
private papers, and a purse of money 
given Mrs. Bowlby on Wednesday by 
the congregation of St. John's Church, 
of which the lady had been organist for 
twenty years. 

Halifax, N.S., June I I. — The ban- 
quet given to Sir Charles Tupper in 
the Halifax hotel to-night by the Con- 
servatives of the city was one of the 
most successful affairs of the kind 
that has ever taken place' here. The 
company present numbered 112, among 
whom were several lending personages) 
from the upper provinces. Mr. John 
F. Stairs acted as chairman, ami the 
guest of the evening sat on his right, 
and Sir Alex. Gait on his left. 

Quebec, June 8. — Probably the 
largest conveyance of real estate ever 
made in the Dominion to a private in- 
dividual was made yesterday, the vend- 
ors being the executors of the late C 
B. Hall, of Quebec, the well known 
timber limit and sawmill owner. The 
purchaser was J.. A. Seneeal, and the 
property transferred comprising, among 
other features the famous sawmills t 1

half by Mr. Seneeal, who paid down

on professional business, acted as legal 
adviser of the Hall estate.

On Rev. Father Sloane appearing, 
O'Donoghue said he was commanded by 
the Virgin Mary to cut off one of his 
fingers as a penance for a sin he had 
committed. Suddenly he placed bis 
left hand on the table, ami raising the 
axe he chopped off the little finger be- 
fore any means could be taken to pre- 
vent him. He then avowed his inten- 
tion to cut ofi'a foot for the same rea 
son, and was proceeding to do so when 
he was secured and the axe taken from 
him. O'Donoghue, whose residence 
could not be ascertained, was taken 
to the General Hospital, where the 
stump of his injured linger was dressed.

He is evidently a reli- 
gious crank.

Poultry. 

\V hen young fowls peep in an un 
natural tone or voice, ami stand droop- 
ing their wings, it is pretty certain that 

.they are troubled with worms in tin- 
throat, or are afflicted with lice. The 
worms may be removed with a horse 
hair, having a loop at the end, and tun- 
ning it dow:-. the throat, twisting it a 
round several times antl then dragging 
it out. For lice grease the fowls under 
the wings until the lice disappear. 

SlIOl'LD a fowl become crop-bound, 
work t he crop well with the hand, and 
endeavor to force away the obstruction 
in the passage-way to the gizzard. 
Should this fail, draw the skin to one 

• side anil cut the crop sufficiently tore 
lieve it of the contents. Sew up the 
wound with silk, and the fowl will not 
be seriously damaged. After the cut 
ting be sure that the obstruction in the 
passage is removed as well as the con 
tents. 

It is almost useless to attempt to fat- 
ten poultry while running at large. 
They should be confined in well ventil- 
ated coops, or restricted to a limited 
range separated from the other fowls. 
Their meals should be furnished reg 
ul irly three times a day, and plenty of 
pure fresh water with lime, sand, brok- 
en bones, etc., and ashes, or dust from 
the road to wallow in. Their food 
should be varied, wheat screenings, 
corn, buckwheat, boiled potatoes, and 
occasionally oats. These are all excel 
lent for fattening.

The postal system is not the only griev- 
ance wo have that it lies in the power <>f 
the Dominion government to remedy and 
while that matter is being represented in 
the proper quarter it would be well that 
our'cryin'g need for more help in the cus- 
toms department should be equally venti- 
lated. For many years past there has 
not been tiny increase in the 
number of customs ottioials who 
did duty when our commerce was 
comparatively limited; and at this 
present day the same number have to 
wado and struggle through the work re- 
sulting from an ever increasing trade with 
foreign countries, (the duties collectod 
upon which for the last month amounted 
to §89,59:*,) without taking into account 
the time and trouble required to pass non- 
dutiable goods through the customs. 
Take yesterday as an example: at one 
time during the day as many as twenty 
people wore waiting at the custom house 
for the purpose of clearing goods, with 
two clerks only to attend to them; that 
belli": the total number who are deputed 
for this purpose. The same complaint 
applies equally to the tide- waiters, who 
uro three in number: and when at last 
tome fortunate person hat after some 
hours' endeavor become possessed of the 
necessary papers, it is very often three or 
four hours before an official can be found 
with sufficient leisure to unlock the ware- 
houses. It is a notorious fact that clerks 
have been called out of bed during the 
small hours to clear goods or attend to 
some matter connected with their bum 
ness duties. Our trade has become so 
large and is increasing so rapidly, that 
should this state of things be permitted to 
continue it will become a most serious ob- 
stacle to tho successful prosecution of our 
commercial relations, and still further 
paralyze the energy of our business men; 
and through them injure every inhabitant 
of tho province. The fact that British 
Columbia, in proportion tu the number 
of her inhabitants, contributes a larger 
amount of revenue to the Dominion than 
any other province, should suroly entitle 
her to some consideration in this matter, 
especially as it materially affects her pros- 
perity and through her affects also the 
Dominion of Canada, who will act suicid- 
ally if she lunger ignores the natural re- 
quirements of a source of revenue whose 
movements, for their own sake, she 
should 3eo are tin trammeled. 

THE I'UHLW LAX 

It is encouraging to tind that in spite 
of the evil advice from curtain quarters a 
groat many immigrants have gone upon 
the public lands of the province and are 
selecting homes in the fertile valleys of 
the island and mainland. Sonke has re- 
ceived a considerable accession to its pop- 
ulation; much of the unalloted land in 
Saanich peninsula has been applied for. 
Nanaimo and Cowichan and the island 
dependencies of Vancouver are points of 
attraction which have not escaped the no- 
tice of intending settlers; and Colllox 
h likely to benefit largely by the recent 
throwing open of its lands. In New 
Westminster since April there have been 
about 100 squatter locations; and in Yale 
district, particularly in the Spalltimitclieen 
valley, men and families are rapidly set- 
tling on vacant lands. At the present 
time the country is attracting both popu- 
lation and capital ; and but for the misre- 
presentations of an opposition press, 
thero would not be found north of the 
49th parallel a single discontented per- 
son. In spite of these misrepresenta- 
tions the government, policy in advertis- 
ing tho country abroad, in publishing 
maps and handbooks, and in making 
peace with Canada is already bearing 
fruit. The immediate yield may not be as 
prolific as it was at first hoped; but the 
future is full of promise and the harvest 
will bo large. On every side there are 
hopeful signs, and in the present rotuli 
tion of business and the steady tilling up 
of tho country there exist cause for con 
gratulation. Pending the issue of the 
proclamation opening the lands immi- 
grants may enter upon them and rely 
with confidence upon the declaration ol 
the Dominion premier that they will be 
offered to actual settlers (i. o., squatters) 
at the nominal rate of SI per acre. To 
immigrants we would say: "(let a piece 
of land. Make yourselves fixtures, Ii 
you cannot secure a title at once, 'squat,' 
and await tho appearance of the procla- 
mation with patience." 

POST A L. 

The efficiency of the postal system in 
British Columbia has always been inferior 
to the demand that consideration for the 
proper accommodation of the public has 
called for. No additional person has ever 
been employed in our poslnfficos until the 
properly meet it would warrant engaging 
extra work became so gie.it that to 
the services of at least two or three peo- 
ple. At the present time there is no such 
thing as a postal delivery. The economy 
that is observed in this direction should 
certainly militate in favor of the employ- 
ment of agreater number of clerks in the 
office. The increased mail service that 
we have lately received, by offering great 
or facilities for expeditious correspond 
once, brings us larger quantities of mail 
matter than wo have previously received 
which of course necessitate!! a large 
amount of oxtra work at the postofttce. 
No sooner does oven an up-country mail 
arrive at Victoria than ''bang'" goes the 
wicket, tho only means of access to its 
letters that the public has, (excepting the 
favored few who possess boxes) and this 
simply because there are not sufficient 
hands to sort the mail and give the public 
its letters at the same time. New West- 
minster, it appears, has similar cause for 
complaint and it must he evident to all 
that the matter it) sufficiently pressing to 
demand and receive immediate attention.

PARTICULARS OP TEE DEATH OF 
FRANZ EATTON 

la the Juaelo of North Bornoo. 

On the 26th of March, says the Daily 
A'fiw, we chronicled the death of Mr. 
Frank Hatton, the only son of Mr. Jos- 
eph Hatton, while on an expedition of 
exploration in North Borneo. The news 
came by way of Hongkong. It was tragic 
in its simplo brevity. Tho pathetic de- 
tails have only just reached Loudon. 
They are contained in dispatches from 
Governor Treacher, President Pryer and 
the notes of the first inquest ever held un 
an Englishman at Elopura, nn tho north- 
east coast of what has been, not inaptly, 
called "tho Garden of the Sun." Mr. 
Hatton was conducting an expedition in 
an hitherto unexplored district, with a 
view to determine the geological charac- 
Acter of the Seguama river and certain 
regions of the Kinabatangan , His expe- 
dition consisted of four boats. He was 
in the first, Mr. Beveridge, an Australian 
mining expert, in the last. The first 
bout was an hour ill advance of the 
otherH. Mr. Hatton fired from the river 
at an elephant on the banks and wounded 
it severely. Leaping ashore with his 
mandore, a Malay, he gave chase. The 
elephant pausing, as they thought at bay, 
they returned for reinforcements. Arm- 
ing a few of his men with Snider's, Mr. 
Hatton led the way into the jungle. The 
elephant had moved off, ami, night com- 
ing on, Mr. Hatton was persuaded to re- 
turn. Mr. Hatton when penetrating for- 
est country had been in the habit ot car- 
rying & stick to remove obstructions of 
vine and creeper. On this fatal occasion 
he raised his Winchester rifle to move an 
overhangiug creeper, stooping at the same 
time to pass underneath it. The weapon 
became entangled, the muzzle was twisted 
towards him and exploded, the trigger 
having been pulled by some twigs of the 
vine. '"Ovodeen, Ovodeen, mati sayah!" 
he exclaimed. Ovodeen was the name of 
his Tutong boy, the rest is Malayan for 
"1 am killed." His men were all around 
him in a moment. They caught him as 
he fell, and he murmured his boy's name j 
as he laid his head on his shoulder, lost 
consciousness and died. Mr. Beveridge j 
arrived on the scene at the moment, and _ _. 
found the young scientist's dusky follow- | \\ 
era weeping, Ovodeen having the de- 
coased's head upon his knee. So sur- 
prising was it to Mr. Beveridge that Mr. 
Hatton, noted for his coolness and his 
care in tho management of his weapons, 
should have shot himself, that he .said, 
"Who has done this!" Shedding bitter 
tears, the men explained the incident 
(Beveridge had hoard tho shot, and was 
by Mr. Uatton's side within four or five 
minutes) and, after satisfying himself that 
their story was only too true, he had 
the body carried to the boats. It was 
night now, and some lamps which Mr. 
Hatton had lighted, in his resolve not to 
leave a wounded elephant in the jungle, 
were used to throw a light upon the em- 
barkation of his corpse. And now fol- 
lowed one of the most affectionate acts of 
devotion in the records of travel. Under 
the direction of Mr. Beveridge 11 of the 
deceated's faithful followers paddletl the 
body in a native "go-bang," or boat, by- 
river and sea to Sandakan, a distance of 
nearly 170 miles, and without sleep night 
or day, over the unknown river and final- 
ly into tho sea, coasting along the north- 
east shores into the bay of Sandakan, 
where they arrived soon after midnight, 
having pulled for 53 consecutive hours, 
only resting three times for half an hour 
to eat a little rice. An inquest was held. 
The jury's verdict described the manner 
of the accident, and deplored "the sud- 
den death of Mr. Hatton, who as an ex- 
plorer and mineralogist had proved him- 
self of much value to the North Borneo 
company and to the world generally, and 
on account of his many social qualities;" 
and they registered their approving ad 
miration of the conduct uf Beveridge am 
the natives in bringing the body to the 
Residency. The funeral at Elopura was 
attended by all the Europeans and by 
most of the natives and Chinese residents 
of Elopura. The body will bo exhumed 
fur final interment in one of the Loudon 
cemeteries. Tho sad story of a brilliant 
career thus untimely closed finds a char- 
acteristic conclusion in the fact that the 
body is expected to arrive in England 
at the end of July or beginning of Au- 
gust, close upon a time when a loving and 
united family hoped to have welcomed 
the traveler home again.

THE LAST SPIKE TO BE OF GOLD 



And to ho Drivon in August. 



Cuioauo, June 24.— It is learned here 
that active preparations are making for 
driving the last spike in the Northern 
Pacific. The spike will be of gold. It is 
already made, and is in the possession of 
President Villard. It has engraved upon 
it an inscription suited to the occasion. 
The place selected for its reception is 
about ten miles from Helena, in the di- 
rection of Portland. It was at first tho 
intention of the company to restrict the 
number of invited guests to 100, but ar- 
rangements now are making for 40U peo- 
ple. Quite a number of these will be 
from Europe. Invitations will be issued 
from New York by President Villard. A 
special train will be made up there and 
run direct to the spot selected, stopping 
only at Chicago and St. Paul to take on 
invited guests. President Villard will 
give the spike the first whack. The spike 
itself will not be the only thing made of 
precious metal. The sledge with which 
it will be driven is now being made of 
solid silver with ebony handle. Both tho 
spiko and sledge will be retained as souv- 
enirs by President Villard. Prom the 
site selected a special train will go to the 
Pacific const, repeating the inspection 
trip recently made by Villard. The exact 
dale is not yet fixed, but il will probably 
be in the last week in August.

Artificial Hatching. 

The incubator or egg-hatching machine, 
has, after many trials and repeated fail- 
ures, become a successful invention. 
Through the courtesy of .Mr. Whittaker 
we were allowed to examine at his place 
of business on Johnson street a machine 
of this description which he has lately 
imported. The invention consists 
of a reservoir for oil with a small pipe for 
I its passage into the well of the lamp, the 
pipe previously passing through a pan of 
water which prevents I he explosion of the 
oil tank by heat. Above the lamp is a 
large double pipe between whose inner 
and outer shell is placed a layer of ashes 
tu conserve the heat generated by the 
lamp. This heat passes up through a 
smaller pipe into the incubator, which re- 
sembles a vast collar box more than any- 
thing else, with a door at the side.
